Sir Phebe's” letter in to-day's 
“Chinn Mail” Is the most fantus- 
tic essay of contradictory assump- 
tions L have ever read in vour 
columns, 

Tom asked why I assume that 
the aim of poetry is pure Philoso- 
phy! What is true art but at 
tempted Philosophy? Whether or 
not, a+ ane of your correspondents 
is wont to do, we label art “a erl- 
tieism of life,’ or “the mirror 
‘of life” - we all wren but one 
thing: The observation, of life as 
an {integrated whole, At what- 
ever points we may diverge, the 
Eutevoes, Hopkins.’ Philosophian. 
and Wrights of this life will al- 
wayy be forced to agree upon this 
tundamental, ‘because it is an in- 
tegrgl part of art. “Plebe,” how- 
ever, would tell us, if we wish 
to seck pure Philosgphy, to look 
somewhere else! Mikht 1 ask 
him to tell me where? ‘ 

My contention is that tae Geor- 
sian Philosophy, being: concerned 
with abstractions, is not worth- 
while. On the other hand, mo- 
dern verse. has a broad annroach 
and is, thergfore, very near to 
being pure Philosophy.
